But 80 it is, and 80 it will coniiuue to 
bo until Homo sysioin Is introduced by 
■Whioh tbo copious supply of wator that 
can bo had in certain portions of Cari^ 
boo, shall bo conveyed by means ol 
ditches to those localities that are lo.'-s 
lavored In that respect. We have fro- 
qaently reoommoudod tho formation 
or at least the survey, of a ditch from 
Swift River to William Creek; and 
until its impracticability shall have 
been ascertained, wo will ooDtiuae to 
believe it oaa be done. That, bow- 
evoriij not the only point at -which 
sacb a beneficial enterprise might be 
nndortakcn; there are Other places that 
might bo equally tamed to account 
with an inconsidorabie outlay cum- 
pared with the advantages to the por- 
tion of tho district where tho water 
supply ehoald be inoroase.), and also in 
a eommercial point of view, it would 
be much more p-ociuoUvo than the rich- 
est of tho claiiuH. We cannot help a 
feeling of supriso that capital nowjlyiiig 
idlobas not been invodted in this vay; 
there is no more profitablo field in tho 
Colony, or where returns aro more 
ceriaio. Tho wealth of tho Cariboo 
district has boon the roughly established, 
»ad itsdaratiOD and extent are equally 
ascertained; beooe, there can bo no 
fear of a possible ozbaastion of the 
diggidgs to frighten capitalists, and 
the reqaieite supply of water can bo 
^ easily obtained, with eager oustomors 
h:, to buy whenever it is brought in. Tiio 
claims so far as worked this year arc 
^, paying remarkably well, and if thi 
a! supply of water contiaues good, will 
bo of great importauce to tho Colony; 
it bat if, on the contrary, tho supply give^* 
ft out and the minors aro prevented from 
" taking out money, a great, deal of mis- 
fortune and distreHs may ensue, wliicli 
would bo wholly averted if men wiib 
Capital could bo. .induced to sec their 
own advantage in employing their 
money profitably by coo8iructiiigditcb» 
68. Wo strongly urge tbo propriety ot 
BQOh people giving their attention to a 
Batjeot of Buoh manifest advantage to 
themselves. Their money, in lieu of iu 
present noprodaotivenesfi, might be 
made to pay nearly cent, per cent.
